‘CHARTER EXTENSIONS, 


THE HOUSE PASSES THE BANK 
CHARTER BILL. 


A Deficiency Pension Bill of $16.000,000 Put Through 
the House—A Pile for Relief from Joha G, 
Thom pson— The Senate Appropriates Mil. 
lions for Public Buildings, 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—In the senate, Min 
Anthony reported favorably from the printing com- 
mittee, a joint resolution authorizing the printing 
and sale at cost price of the congressional directory 
and the current numbers of the Congressioual Re- 
cord. Passed. 

On motion of Mr. Conger the senate proceeded to 
consider the bills reported for publi¢ Bhildings. 
The following house bills for public buildings at 
the points named with the amounts of appropria- 
tion stated were passed; Louisville, Ky., $500,000; 
Hannibal, Mo ,$75,000; Detroit, Mich. ,§600,000 ; Coun- 
cil Bluffs, $100,000. The house bill appropriating 
$200,000 for a public building at Syracuse,N.Y., was 
substituted for the senate billon the subject and 
passed The senage bill appropriating $75,000 for 
a building at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., also passed. 
The Linchburg, Va, building bill was laid aside 
without prejudice pending a controversy in the 
The house bill appropriating $200,000 


building at Galveston, Texas, and the senate bill 
appropriating $100,000 fora building at LaCrosse, 
Wis., were also passed. The aggregate of 
these appropriations during the morning hour 


$: 975,000. The senate bill authorizing 
the Texas and St. Louis raiload company 
to build bridgesin Arkansas, and to incorporate 
the Garfield memorial hospital, were passed. The 
five per cent land bill then came up. The offering 
and rejection of amendments alternated with mo- 
tions to adjourn until finally Mr. Morgan moved.-to 
provide that none of the money to which any state 
shali become entitled under the act shall be re- 
tained by the United States on -accourt of any 
direct tax remaining due or ux paid from any state. 
tothe United States under act of Awgust, 1571. 
Adopted. Yeas 34 nays5 The bill then passed. 
Yeas 26, nays 17. The senate then adjourmed to 
Mouday. t 

THE BANK CILARTER BILL. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—In the house Mr. Town- 
send, of Ohio, introduced a bill to establish a board 
of commissioners of inter-state commerce as a bu- 
rexu of the interior department. Referred. The 
house then resumed the consideration of the bauk 
charter extension bill, the pending question being 
on an amendment offered by Mr. Crapo of Massa- 
chuSetts, as an independent section, as follows: 
that any national bank association now 
organized or hereafter organized, dest{r- 
ing to withdraw its cirenlating notes upon 
a deposit of lawful money with the treasurer of the 
United States as provided in section four of the act 
of June 20th, 1874, shall be required to give ninety 
days notice to the secretary of the treasury of its 
intention to depo it lawful money and withdraw 
its circulating notes, provided that not more than 
$5,000.000 ot the Jawiul money” shall be 
deposived during any calendar month for this 
— and provided that the further ok Pg 
of this section shall notapply to bonds .alled for re 
demption by thé secretary of the treasury, but when 
the bo ds are cailed for, the redemption banks 
holding such called bonds shall surrender them 

fith:n thirty days after maturity of their call. After 
several inettective attempts to amend it, Mr. 
Crapo’s amendment was adopted without division. 
Mr. Crapo offered as an additi nal section an 
amendment providing that on a deposit of bonds 
the ea-sociation making thesame shall be entitled to 
receive from the comptroller of the currency 
circulating notes equal in amount to 90 per 
cent of the current market value not exceeding 

arof United states bonds so transferred and de- 
ivered. It further provides -hatatno time shall 
the total amou t of such notes issued exceed 
ninety per cent of the amount actually paidin of 
capital stock, and repeals sections 5,17L and 5 176, 
revised statutes. Mr. Morrison, of Ilinois, offered 
an paeacieans providing that congress may, at 
auy time, amend alter, or repeal this act and the 
acts of which this is amendatory. Adopted. 
Many other amendments were offered in the 
course of the debate but none were adopted except 
those above indicated.

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THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 


The Various Candidates Whe Are Being Prissed Fo 
Place on it. 

WASHINGTON, May 19—It was reporicd about the 

house this afternoon, among members who have 

taken a great interest in this matter, that the presi- 


dent had finally decided upon Mr. Wm. A. Wheeler 
late vice-president, as president of the com- 
mission, and to place Mr. Kirkwood uponit. Mr 
Rufus frost, president of the national association 
of wool growers, and New Yorkand Philadelphia 
representatives of that association, have been here 
for some days endeavoring to secure the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Hayes, of Boston, as a member of the 
commission. Den Cameron called this morning 
with Mr. Dalton. one of the largest wool manutac- 
turers of Philadelphia, upon the president, and 
urged the appoiutment of Mr. Hayes for a place. 
Mr. Hayes has reeeived the unanimous commenda- 
tion of the national association of wool growers, 
and is being recommended to the president 
by senators from all states whom 
that association can reach, The press 
_ue on behalf of Mr. Haves is probably greater than 
that of any other candidate. Eppa Hunton, ex- 
representative from Vireinia, is being urged by 
members from that state. The representatives 
of the different class interests in the country are 
making strong representations to the president 
against the appointment of mere politicians, and 
urge that business men or persons acquainted with 
various industnes should have places. It has been 
suggested, amo g other things, that one member 
of the commission, at least, should be a capable 
lawyer, who has been a member of congress, and 
who is skilled in the drafti_g of bills and ac-- 
quainted with the history of legislation.

THE FiVE PER CENT LAND BILL. 


The Provisions of the Bill Explained—No Fees for 
Coilecting Atterneys. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.-- Che five per cent land bil 
passed in the senate to-day provides that the lands 
entered by military sc:ip or bounty land warrants, 
in the states of Ohio, Indiana, 1Ninois, Missouri, 
Michizan. Wisconsin, Miunesota, Lowa, Nebrask», 
Kansas, Arkansas, Louisiana, Alabama, Missis<ip 1, 
Florida. Oregon, Nevada aud Colorado, including 
the Virginia military and the Uni ed states mili- 
tary land warrants, located in Ohio, shall be con 
strued ty come Within the provisions of the law for 
the payment to the slates of five per centum of the 
proceeds of the public lands disposed of within 
their borders, the lands to be estimatedut the rate 
of ove dollar and twenty-five cents per acre 
aud the payments to be madein cash. It is also 
provided that the money remaining on the books of 
the treasury to the credit of ov! of the public lund 
states under tre act of 1836, which distributes the

odes the well. The bill prohibits the states fom 
paying «any partef the money received by 
them to azents of attorneys for services in procur- 
ing the passage of the act, or in connection with 
the claims of states, unless such cl#ims are au- 
thorized by the state’s laws passed after the date 
of the act. By an amendment adopted to-day the 
benefits of the foregoing are extended to all.

Leadiug operators say they have documentary 
evidence to prove that there has been a corrupt 
bargain between some of their nunrber and the 
miners’ officers. Those who allege perfidy say 
that they are now more determined than ever to 
import colored workmen, Mr. A. G, Rankin, mas- 
ter workman of the Knights of Labor of this dis- 
trict, stated that he could not see how trouble was 
to be ayoided. He regards the forbearance ot the 
miners as wonderful, und will not predict how long 
it will last. Nothing hurts the trades unionist so 
much, he says, as the importation of foreign labor 
to take the places of strikers. He claims that this 
is never accomplished save by false representations, 
and states that at the next session ofahe legislature 
a determined effort will be made to secure the pas- 
sage of alaw making it a penal offense to import 
workingmen frow place to place by fulse represen- 
tations.

Many Splendid Buildings Destroyced—Some Lives Loat 


LEADVILLE, COL., May 19.—A fire broke out on the 
east of Chesnut street, about 2:30 o’clock this morn- 
‘ing, and before it was got under control, it de- 
stroyed the buildings on that side, east of the first 
national bank for nearly a block, including the 
Windsor hotel,the academy of music,and the pulace 
of fashion, «a iJarge dry goods house, the 
fronts of the buildings on_ the opposite 
tide of the street were charred. The loss is about 
$200,000, partly covered b+ insurance. ‘The fire is 
supposed to*have been incendiary. One dead body, 
unidentified, has been feund, and other lives 
are thonght to have been lost, as some of the occtu- 
pants of the buildings are missing.

St. Pau, Minn., May 19.—The Sioux have caught 
onsgain. Orders have been issued by General 
Terry for the sending of a troop of cavalry from 
Fort Meade, D. T., to the assistance of Captain M.

OF THE PRESBYTERIAN BODY IN 
SPRINGF'IELD, ILLINOIS. 


Election of Dr. Herriex Jonnson as Moderator-A 
Clergyman Who Declined Honors—The Busi- 
ness Ahead—The Proceedings of the 
Methodists at Nashvijie. 


SPRINGFIELD,Il,, May 19.—The Presbyterian gen- 
eral assembly for 1882 convened at the First Presby- 
terlan church, in this city, at11 o'clock yesterday 
morning. The delegates numbered about 250 cler- 
gymen, and an equal number of laymen, while 
there were fifty or more official visitors represent- 
ing the various departments of church work. The 
local committees have been at work several weeks 
perfecting the necessary arrangements. In_ this 
work they have been cheerfully aided by the citi- 
zens of all denominations, who have bospitably 
thrown open their houses and undertaken toerter 
tain the visitors dusing theirsiay of two or three 
weeks. Each delegate bas been notitied of the 
residence to which he has been assigned, and has 
nothing to do upon his arrival but to find the 
house and make himself at home. 
were opened with a sermon by the Key. Dr. Henry 
Darling, president of Hamiiton college, New York, 
who presidéd as retiring moderator until the assem- 
bly had perfected an organization. A recess was 
taken till 3 p. m.,when the assembly was welcomed 
by the governor in a brief speech. responded to by 
the retiring moderator, Dr. Darling. The election 
of moderator resulted in the choice of Dr. Herrick 
Johnson, of Chicago. 

The following gentlemen were elected clerks for 
the session: DJ Burrell, of Dubuque: F kK Smith, 
of Buffalo; Dr E Curtis, of Cleveland, and J P Da- 
vis, of Moumouth, Il. 

Up to a week ago the unanimous choice of the 
church for this office was Dr, William “lenry Green,

THE NEW BISHOPS. 


Impressive Consecration Services at MeRKendree 
Chureh, Nashville. 
From the Nashville American. 

The auditorium of McKendree church was not 
only filled but jammed yesterday at the ceremony 
of consecrating the mew bishops. People began 
pouring in more than an hour beforehand, and be 


fore the time had arrived for beginning the services 
the seats had wy! been filled and every ai«le was 
packed with the thszong anxious to witness the eer- 
emony, atid peeple had turned away by hundreds, 
Chairs broughtin from the neighborhood and from 
below filled almost every available foot of spaee, 
and whee there was no room for chairs were peo- 
plegstanding, 

Bistiups McTyeire, Kavanaugh and Keener, and 
Dr J. B. West, occupied seats behiud the pulpit, 
the venerable Bishop Paine and Bishop Pierce sit- 


ting immediately behind the altar railing. 


Promptly at four o'clock, the services began with 
singing the hymn, ‘‘Am [a Soldier of the Cross,”’ 
the congregation: being led by the choir and accow- 
panied by the organ. 

Bishop McTyeire called the congregation to 
prayer and ted. He then said: ‘‘Hear the reading 
of rg Oe apaencamadl and reada selection from Acts 
XxX; 1-30. 

Bisnop Keener then read from St John xxi: 15-17. 

Bishop Kavanangh read the 19lst hymn, which 
Was sung by the congregation. 

‘ THE ORDINATION SERMON. 

Bishop Kavanaugh preached the ordination ser- 
mon from the seventh, eighth and ninth verses of 
the first chapter of Paul's epistle to Titus. 

He said four bishops were about to be consecrated 
to their holy office in the Methodist church a 
bishop was an elder put in office. The best writers 
taught that there we:e but two orders in the min- 
istry. Tothe bishop was confided the stewardshi 
of God’s church. The mysterious but gracious ~ 9 t 
of God was carrying on God's work. Jesus Christ 
dweitin the human heart by faith, and out of the 
diyine revelation we were wld that a 
bishop must be blameless asthe steward of «od. 
Christianity presents us a God which modern athe- 
ism denied. de did uot propose to argue this 
question; only thete must be a beginning, and the 
existence of a Deity must be admifted to account 
for on goers else. Nothing must have ever re- 
muined nothing unless you ceuld prove that noth- 
ing could make something. Admitting the exis- 
tence of a God, everything else could be accounted 
for He peopled space and lit up the glorious bod- 
ies that give us light. This was more rational 
than any theory yet discovered. Man was 
made in the image of God, in spintuality, in 
immortality. He wat made td know love, 
serve and obey that God who gave him ex- 
istence. God loved the creatures he had made in 
his image. it was no wonder that every living 
man was an illustration «f thatlove. The bishop 
must be blameless as a steward of the mysteries 
of God, not self-willed, arrogaut. This was an es- 
sential qualification. A s¢ingle act ora single word 
from him recorded might do great damage to the 
cause of Christ. The greatness of the work in 
which they were involved and its fearful responsi- 
bilities must ever be present in their minds. They 
mustseek Divine caidaae. Frequeutly what they 
deemed a mistake Would turn out for the best. 

A bishop should never get avery Anger 
was temporary derangement. When anger 
began rising in the mind half the _ difti- 
eult would be over if he would not speak. 

A bishop must not be given towine. Wine was 
allowed and its occasional use prescribed by the 
Scripturesin several places. But a bishop must 
not be given to drinking. 

A bishop must not begivea to the loye of money 
because the love of money was a root of ail evil. An 
iuordinate money-lover, was anidolater. There 
was no harmin the money; it could be put toa 
great many good usesif the possessor wished, but 
the desire forit should not be allowed to grow in 
the heart 

The bishop should be given to hospitality. It 
Was true he was rarely at home to invite anybody 
with him, but he should have an open heart, an 
open house and an open purse,so far as it went. 
His purse had never been eutirely empty since he 
entered the ministry Someumes it would get 
nearly empty, but more would come in before the 
last wasspent Hegive himself to God, trusting 
in God’s promise to support him, and God had kept 
his part of the contract betier than he had 

The next duty of the bishop Was to love the 
brethren, to love all good men. This was an easy 
duty. He had a great love for all good men, and if 
h2 lost thut love he must first lose his Christianity. 

There were many opposing forces to be encuvunter- 
ed, sorae like those in Paul’s dey who, when beaten 
in argfunent, aud when they could argue no longer, 
wo put him to death 

When a boy he was in much doubt as to which 
ehurch he should join, and he had as it were, 
studied divinity in his boyhood to decide the ques- 
tion. He had decided on the Methodist church and 
had never regretted it. He prayed that on these 
new bishops might rest the benediction of God,and 
that they might ever be bright and shining lights in 
his service.

The newly elected bishops were then conducted 
to the altar, escorted by two elders, who presented 
them to Bishop Paine, saying: ‘“We present unto 
you this holy man, to be ordained a bishop."’

IN THE COMMONS, 


Speeches by Messrs. Gladstone, Parnell), Mealey ana 
Others—The Bill Mot Founded on the Becent 
Murders—The Shory of the Assasstze- 
tion in a Duebiin Paper. 


Lonpon, May 19.--The debate on the govemmment 
repression bill was resumed in the house 03 com- 
mons to-day. Mr. Sexton said the Irish members 
would see by the way im whieh the Dill wasad- 
ministered whether they eveld continue to dis- 


charge their functions, or whether it would be, 


their auty to allow: the gove’ pment and the people 
of Ireland to come face to faee. Mr. Gladstone 
stated that the repression bill) was not founded on 
the Pcenix park merder, No. 91.

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MORE ABOUT THE ORCHARDS 
ROUND ABOUT GRIFFIN. 


What ie Now in’ Sight-Porty Million Peaches—A 
Mag vifiesnt Fortune—A Strange Soil—6,000 P: ar 
Srees— A Grend Cherry Tre-e—Wild Goose 
Piums—Appies—A New Indusiry, 


Special Correspondence of the Constitution. 
Grirrin, Ga., May 18:—Georgia will literally 
do herself proud in the growth of fruits this 
season. I doubt if there was ever such an 
immense yield as is ncw hanging on the trees 
in this section. I have been taking a view of 
the surrounding country for several days past, 
getting an insight into what we may expect 
from the orchards in this the great fruit grow- 
ing center of Georgia, and I confess that I 
never saw anything like it. There are more 
than 100,000 bearing trees of peaches alone 
within a radius of five miles of Griffin, besides 
alarge number of other good paying trees 
that will augment the number to a near ap- 
proach to 150,000 or possibly even more than 
this. In previous letters I have given the 


number of acres in fruit hereabouts of between 
1,500 and 2,000, with the income in dollars 
amounting to nearly 500,000, when everything 
gives forth a good yield. . 

WHAT 18 NOW IN S'GHT. 

At present the prospect is that not since the 
heavy crops of 1877 and 1878 has so much 
been proraised. I believe there are now in 
sight at the lowest possible estimate, 100,000 
bushels of peaches alone, to say nothing of 
more than that number of pounds of grapes. 
Indeed, the grapes in pounds will gotoa 
near approach to 750,000, one vineyard alone, 
Keller's, producing 500,000 pounds, while Mr. 
Woodruff’s ten acres will yield 100,000 pounds, 
besides making forty or fifty barrels of wine. 
This wine is as good as can be made in Amer- 
ica, and will bring at a low estimate, one dol- 
lar per gallon, much of it selling at two dol- 
lars per gallon. Now, these are not fancy 
figures by any means, and he who doubts 
them need only come here and be convineed 
of their verity. 

WHAT CUNNINGHAM IS DOING. 

I drove down to the biggest peach orchard 
in the world Saturday afternoon and saw Mr. 
Cunningham. This orchard commences just 
four miles southeast of Griffin, covers six hun- 
dred acres, and runs along the Central railroad 
for two miles down a little past Orchard Hill, 
the first station below the city. There are 
50,000 bearing peach trees, 6,000 pear and ap- 
ple trees, besides others not yet bearing that 
will run the numbers up to nearly 70,000 
trees, but it will do well to keep Georgia's re- 
sources prominently before the world. 

A MAGNIFICENT PICTURE. 

I think one of the most wonderful pictures 
lever saw isthe peaches as they now hang 
upon thetrees. The last time I had a talk 
with Mr. Cunningham he stated that his rule 
was to estimate the yield per tree at one peck. 
It has already been shown how peaches prop- 
erly handled will net two dollars a bushel, 
which readilv gives the Cunningham orchard 
an income of about $25,000 a season. I asked 
him Saturday what would buy the crop as it 
stands now on the trees. 

“Well,” said he, “if aman were to haul 
here in a cart $25,000 in gold, he would have 
to carry it back, for thatsum would not buy 
these green peaches.”’ 

It is my opinion that-not a tree in the Cun- 
ningham orchard will bear less than one 
bushel, and some of them will certainly yield 
two bushels. I really never saw such a pro- 
fusion of peaches. There were peaches to 
right of me, peaches to left of me in such 

uantities as to bedazzle my understanding at 
their numbers 
40,000,000 PEACHES. 

There are about three or four hundred 
peaches to a bushel, I suppose, so it is an easy 
calculation to sée that there must be growing 
now on Cunningham's trees abeut 40,000,000 
peaches, or nearly one peach for every nian, 
woman and child m the United States, Iam 
satistied that with what is now in sight, the 
yield will be much larger than we have ever 
seen in Georgia before in one year, if indeed 
the end of the season does 
not so far surpass all expectations and branch 
right along into figures thai will double any 
year in the history of the state. 

THE WOODRUFF FARM IN DETAIL. 

This morning I paid another visit to the 
famous Woodruff farm, about two iniles 
above Griffin, immediately on the line of the 
Central railroad. I consider Mr, Woodrutft’s 

ace the modelof its kind in Georgia, I 
hive heretofore alluded to him as the pioneer 
fruit grower of the state, atitle which he 
richly deserves. I doubtif any man.in the 
states has doneas much ina general way 
towards the interest of fruit-growing as he. 
Commencing my tour at the vineyard, 
I beheld about ten acres regularly staked out, 
containing some 10,000 or more vines, each 
one bushy with a thousarid leaves and literal- 
ly covered with grapes inembryo. Half a 
dozen hands were busy tying the vines to the 
stakes to prevent them from running 6n the 
tga avery simple process accomplished 

y gathering the entire vine in encircled 
arms and tymg them after a sharp hug to the 
stake. In this way the vine soon adapts itself 
to the stake and th fruit is saved from dirt. 

A STRANGE PIECE OF SOIL. 

‘‘T don’t know how to account for it,’’ said 
Mr. Waodruff, ‘but everyone who has eaten 
any of these Concord grapes pronounces them 
of finer and better flavor than any they ever 
saw. I think they are better myself,and can- 
net account for it unles# if be caused from the 
soil. I know of nothing elsé 40 produce the 
result alluded to. My grapesare ri¢Gerin flavor, 
larger 6nd more juicy thanany I hSv@ ever 
seen in Georgia.”’ Besides the Concord, Sere

“Will it kill that many trees?’ 

“No, it may not killa single one of them, 
but it may kill every young pear now grow- 
ing. Then again these black spots you see 
now all over the trees among the leaves, may 
stop and the fruit yet be saved. That's the 
trouble; we never know when to expect the 
blight or what pranks it will play. It is 
thoroughly fickle.” 

‘What are your pears worth?” 

“T get from six to ten dollars per bushel for 
them, and if they were a certain crop, I d be 
the richest man in Georgia in a few years. 

A GRAND CHERRY TREE. 

Adjoining the pear orchard are the cherries 
“There’s a tree,” said Mr. Woodruff, ‘‘che fin- 
est, probably in Georgia. It is the Washing- 
ton cherry, and nothing grows any finer. 
Looking up, I saw it loaded with the richest 
looking yellow and orange colored cherries 
lever beheld.

However, it is well to estimate the yield at 
only a peck to the tree, and the price at 
twelve and a half cents a quart. On 1,000 
trees, covering only one acre, this wiil give 
$1,000 at the lowest estimate—a pretty little 
sum in itself. 
PEACHES, 

Crossing — over past the plums, 
and going by the carp pond, 
just completed, and which, by the way, ix one 


of the finest ponds of the kind in Georgia,. 


covering .four acres, we came to one of the 
peach orchards. In this one, situated ona 
hillside and covering forty acres, are about 
5,000 Amsden-Alexander peach trees. They 
are now bearing their fullest capacity, the 
trees being loaded down until even the green 
fruit bending many of the limbs to the 
ground. There are a great many Beatrice trees 
in this orchard. Mr. Woodruff pulled offa 
large peach, nearly ripe, which upon meas- 
uremenv proved to be a little over seven inches 
in circumference. 

‘When will you have ripe peaches?’ J 
asked. 

“IT expect to commence shipping by the 
25th of May, and possibly sooner. The idea 
with Georgia fruit growers is to get the peaches 
to market as soon as possible, in order to get 
fancy prices. 

‘‘However, Georgia growers need not fear 
about prices this season as nearly all the 
northern and western fruit has been killed by 
late frosts and we are bound to get good 
prices.”’ 

APPLES. 

Leaving the peaches we went to the large 
apple orchard, in which are planted 2,000 or 
more trees. 

“What apples do you find to thrive best 
in the south,’’ I asked of Mr. Woodruff, as 
we walked through. 

“Well, I have planted here, the Shockley, 
Yates, red Astracan, Chattahoochee and Hab- 
ersham. Apples, however, do not. grow as 
well in the south as other fruit, still the above 
varieties keep very well indeed and it will 
pay to raise them.” 

A NEW INDUSTRY. 

“T wish®you would say,”’ said Mr. Woodruff, 
when we left the apples, ‘that a new industry 
for some live Georgian to start is the raising 
of yellow willow. Come down here and Ill 
show you some I have had planted several 
years.’’ 
two long rews of young willaws of the kind 
just mentioned. It is the toughest stuff I ever 
saw, and will tie like atwine string. I tried 
to break off a piece, but had to cut it; it will 
not break. ‘‘l use it in place of twine,”’ said 
Mr. W., ‘to tie up»my grapes and baskets. 
Anybody who will can grow this willow to 
perfection here and mske money by it. It 
commands a good price at the _ basket 
factories north, and would be worth 
considerably more if made into baskets right 


here. 
A PRESSING NEED. 

What we need, especially right here at 
Griffin, is a basket factory—not a willow bas- 
ket factory especially, but a place to manu- 
facture these split baskets that we buy in the 
north at five and seven cents each. I buy 
every season from 1,000 to 2,000 ten-pound 
baskets alone. When we get all these con- 
veniences and necessities we can turn ‘ideal 
into action,’ and soon see the frnits of real 
southern enterprise and industry.” 

THE NOR1HERNERS COMING 

“What do you think of people coming here 
to settle from the north?” 

“Think of it? Why, I know. they 
are c ming. There is a man 
here today from New MHampsbire, and 
another expected to-morrow, both looking 
for places to grow fruit. Besides these, I am 
now in correspondence with twelve men at 
the north who are coming right to Griffin to 
settle. There can be no doubt abont this 
being the great fruit centre of Georgia and 
itis rapidiy increasing in wealth and pcrula- 
tion. The northerners say they must get 
away from the lakes and come to more genial 
climes,” 

POINTS, 

I regret that I am unabte to give a more ex- 
tended notice of the Woodruff place. In all 
he has about two hundred acres in fruit, 
some 20,000 trees and 10,000 or more grape 
vines. 

The carp pond will be a beauty when com- 
pleted. Dr. Cary was here the other day and 
pronounced it one of the finest ponds he had 
yet seen in the state. It will be stocked from 

Vright’s famous pond. Mr. Woodruff intends 
soon to have all the small berries growing in 
profusion, and will market the finest of many 
varieties to be grown. oa mae 


DOW LAW PLANTER. 

Fort Vatuey, Ga., May 18.—Editors Con- 
STITUTION: Your Montezuma correspondent, 
in vesterday’s issue of the CONSTITUTION, in 
writing up the history of the Dow Law cottén 
planter, makes several misstatements as to 
the facts of the case, and I ask space to cor- 
rect him. First, the patent right was sold for 
several hundred, instead of ten. Neither 
were Miller & Brown the purchasers. If I re- 
member correctly, this right changed hands 
after the sale several times before I became 
the owner. After I became owner, I[ saw 
many defects in this crude machine, as intro- 
duced by L. D. Law. Solimproved upon 
the idea suggested in it, and constructed 
an entirely new machine, retain- 
ing only the occillating motion 
of the old machine, and upon this motion 
hinges all the success of planters. 

I applied for letters patent for my improv- 
ed planter, which were granted March 8th, 
1870. Being without the necessary means to 
manufacture my planter even ona small 
scale, | associated myself with the firm of 
Miller & Brown, of Fort Valley, under the 
firm name of Miller, Brown & Co., which 
firm marufactured the machine until 1873, 
and then by Miller & Harris until 1873. 
l'rom 1878, up toa very recent date, I manag-

At last the bill to extend the charters of 
the national banks has passed. The bill has 
received so many amendments, the full text 
of which has not been received, that the 
merits and demerits of the bill itself cannot 
fairly be discussed. The national bank sys- 
tem is theoretically an open question, but 
practically as the case stands now withdrawal 
of the charters of the 393 banks which would 
expire next February would work serious in- 
jury to trade.

Ir there is such a disease as peach-blind- 
ness, baving which a man sees nothing but 
peaches, it might be supposed that a corre- 
spondent who writes of the Griilin fruit 
farms has gone peach blind. But not satis- 
fied with estimating forty million peaches in 
one orchard, he goes on to describe ten thou- 
sand grape vines, five thousand peach trees, 
two thousand apple trees and one thousand 
plum trees in one otherorchard. The beauty 
of it is that the fruit and the orchards are all 
there and more like them, and they are hard 
to beat. 


To-pay the one hundred and seventh anni- 
versary of the declaration of independence by 
the citizens of Mecklenburg county, North 
Carolina, will be celebrated at Charlotte. 
Senator Bayard is to deliver the oration. At 
this moment the celebration is worthy of spe- 
cial note here, because Scotch-Irish Presby- 
terians were authors of the declaration. 
The king had refused to as- 
sent iti the charter of the .col- 
lege, granted by the the legislature of the 
state, and this act had embittered the people. 
The declaration of parliament that the colonies 
were in rebellion showed the Mecklenburg 
citizens that the time had come for a decisive 


— 


* step on their part, which had been discussed 


in meetings throughout the winter. A dele- 
gation of two men from each militia company 
in the county met at Charlotte, and, while 
they were conferring, news of the battle of 
Lexington was brought to them. This intel- 
ligence confirmed them in their determina- 
tion and the declaration was made. 


In 35 cities of 25 states careful correspond- 
ents of the New York Times have collected 
frets and opinions of the _ business 
of the country. From these 
reports it appears that in general the spring 
wholesale trade, except in the great north- 
west, is barely satisfactory. Among the old 
states New York leads. Some complaints are 
made that while the money value is about 
the same, high prices have made dealers cau- 
tious about buying large stocks. The greatest 
disappointment is expressed in trading cen- 
ters dependent upon the south. In special 
branches, dry goods and grocerics appear to 
have suftered most; those which furnish far- 
mers’ suppiies are shown to be most active. 
Perhaps it may be in consequence of the bad 
weather that the drug bnsiness is reported 
flourishing. All indications point to a large 
fall trade, dependent somewhat. upon the 
crops. Manufacturers are generally busy. 
Plain cotton goods are most in demand. Busi- 
ness generally may be saidto be ona more 
healthy foundation than in recent years. It 
is more conservative and steady and marked 
by no “‘booms,’ or general speculative excite- 
ment. Money, with few exceptions, is easy 
for legitimate investment. Collections are 


generally good, and there is little prospect of | 


disastrous failures. Dealers are satisfied with 
smaller profits and cash payments are numer- 
ous. 


THE DILEMMAS OF ARTHURISM. 

While President Arthur has-been giving his 
attention to dividing the.democratic party in 
Virginia and Georgiaby helping Mahone’s 
party in Virginia, and the coalitionists in 
Georgia, with the intention of building up a 
strong administration party in each of these 
states to help him control the next republican 
national convention, his own party in these 
states has become sadly demoralized. In Vir- 
givia.there is open rebellion against the new 
party. The negroes charge that the promises 
made to them before the election have been 
utterly disregarded,and the white republicans 
say that the hungry readjusters got all the offi- 
ces. There is even a serious split among the re- 
adjusters themselves—Massey, one of the best 
speakers and organizers in the Mahone party, 
leading the revolt. The result of all this will 
certainly bring about trouble for President 
Arthur. The straight-out republicans, as they 
call themselves, have called@a convention to 
meetat Staunton, Virginia, onthe 27th of 
June, and the Blaine wing of the republican 
party will express itself freely on the evil of 
selling out to men who want office, and have 
mo fixed political principle. Massey’s adhce 
rents will certainly drift back to the demo- 
cratic party. Mahone will be left to lead only

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In Georgia the teépablican party has no or- 
ganization at all. The president turned 
over the patronage of the party in 
this state 40 a syndicate that has 
destroyed it, for which he has our thanks. 
The syndicate formed a coalition with certain 
independerts, and there was to be a grand up- 
rising of young men in the state. The whole 
movement resulted in nothing less than a 
farce. They claimed to represent the people, 
and a half dozen politicians called a conven- 
tion of the people to meet on the Ist of June. 
When they found they were losing ground, 
instead of gaining, they met again and re- 
fused to let the people meet. All of this did 
not seem to disturb the people at all, and 
only made them laugh at the farce. Now we 
hear that the ‘‘true blue’’ republicans in the 
state are to have a convention, in which 
the syndicate is to be de- 
nounced for ‘‘bossism,’” and the negro 
is to be used, with terrible effect, vo destroy 
Longstreet and Farrow, who, they say, have 
betrayed the republican party and. turned 
it over to the democrats to get office for them- 
seives. We look for some rich developments 
during the year. These republicans are at 
present cutting up James Atkins in Washing 
ton piece at a time, while he is doing his best 
to stu ‘y law so-as to make himself competent 
to be a judge. He had the promise of the 
syndicate that he should be judge of the new 
court; and he was really trying to make him- 
self competent to discharge the duties of the 
office. But they gave him no time, night or 
day,to study. The truth is, that to day there is 
as much uncertainty about his getting the 
heflice as there is about his ability to discharge 
the duties of the office if he is appointed, 
which makes it almost a_ hopeless case, 
If Atkins gets the place he will not be con- 
firmed by the senate, and the republicans will 
gain strength by it. If Atkins is not appoint- 
ed by the president, he will join the straight- 
out republicans against the administration. 

The republican party in this state is weaker 
than it has been since the war. Wecongratu- 
late the country. Itis a hopeful sign for the 
future. 


A PRESBYTERIAN EPISODE. 

An interesting episode in the history of 
Scotch P:esbyterianism is now practically at 
anend. Since 1843, when the Free Church 
men left the ‘auld kirk,’’ or established 
church, there has been constant rivalry be- 
tween them, which has been made specially 
noticeable by the active exertions of Principal 
Rainy and Professor Bruce in favor of dises- 
tablisument. Mr. Gladstone, upon whom de- 
pendence must be placed for legislative action 
looking towards disestablishment, practically 
gives a point blank refusal to Principal Rainy 
and will not move in that direction until the 
people of Scotland generally have done so. 

Principal Tulloch, who, with Professor Cal- 
derwood, the Edinburgh university metaphy- 
sician, is the chief exponent of the establish- 
ed church’s liberalism, makes some very 
strong points against Principal: Rainy ina 
recent review article. He shows that the 
established church has steadily gained on the 
free church, and now has 143,000 more com- 
municants. This gives the established’ church 
in Scotland the advantage of a working ma- 
jority, and puts aside the argument that the 
kirk is falling behind in its duty to the peo- 
ple. 

The people are not anxious for the dises- 
tablishment, and, in point of fact, care noth- 
ing aboutit. The movement is, so tar, a theo- 
retical discussion among the free church lead- 
ers, and is only intended to awaken public 
attention. In PrincipalyTulloch’s opinion, 
and he represents the liber 1 and intelligent 
section of the Scotch kirk, there is no call for 
disestablishment, and ‘‘no more force in this 
‘‘nlea now than there has been any time these 
“forty years.’’ The present movement seems 
to be confined to the Free church leaders and 
not to the will of the whoie body of Presby- 
terians. As a recent writer says, speaking 
of church disestablishments: ‘In Scotland 
“the question is whether the family of Pres- 
“byterians, essentially the Scotch type of re- 
“ligion, shall adhere to the traditions main- 
“tained since the revolution of 1690, and keep 
“to to the original order, or become a chaos 
“of ecclesiastical parties which can never 
‘‘make a church or mould the national Pres 
‘byterians into any fair unity of ecclesiasti- 
‘‘cal life. Disestablishment among the Scotch 
“thus means, as Principal Tulloch signifi- 

‘cantly says, the destruction of tne church of 
‘Scotland. It isas yet a movement which the 
“people are not prepared to indorse.”’ 


THE FIVE PER CENT LAND BILL. 
When Ohio was admitted in 1802, the goy- 
ernment agreed to give the state five per cent 
of its actual cash sales of public lands. Tuis 
gift was to be devoted to the making of roads 
in the new state. “After a while the five per 
cent was given without restrictions as to its 


use, and as other states were admitted a simi- 
Jar provision was inserted in the enabling 
acts. The land states, eighteen in number, 
have long been in the enjoyment of this hand- 
some gift, based on sales for cash of the public 
domain. They have always been glad to get 
®re amounts as they became due, and not 
until two years ago did it occur to them or 
to anybody that the sums received were other 
than gifts of a generous gov2rnment. About 
two years ago the discovery was first made 


applied to all public lands in the state. It 
was ascertained that it was especially applica- 
ble to the lands entered by the location of 
military scrip and land warrants. The gov- 
ernment received no money for these lands, 
but that fact did not prevent the eighteen 
states from claiming five per cent on 
the bounty land warrants, the lands to be 
rated at $1.25 an acre. To make the 
claim more plausible it is now urged that the 
grants for military services are in truth sales 
to which the stipulated percentage should 
apply, because all public lands are exempt 
from state or local taxation for five years after 
their transfer to individuals, On the other 
hand it is claimed that the military grants 
gre not sales, and that congress, in admitting 
a state, does not surrender its right to dispose 
of the public lands as may best conduce to 
the public welfare. Asto the exemption from 
taxation each one of the claimant states 
was glad to grant it in order to induce people 
to become a part of its people. It was wholly 
and strictly an immigration measure, and not 
a favor to the government. 

The truth is, the claim is simply a claim. 
All its grounds are afte:thoughts, mere props 
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that the five per cent was a right, and that it” 
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they afe, entitled as a right to five per cent, 
they may hereafter claim ten per cent, and be 
able to find just as good reasons to suppert 
the larger claim as they now have for the 
lesser one. When the claim was first present- 
ed about two years ago, Senator Edmunds 
succeded in having it indefinitely post- 
poned by a majority of seven, and now when 
Mr. Edmunds is absent, it comes up again 
with only Mr. Blair, of New Hampshire, to 
oppose on the floor the demands of the eigh- 
teen land states. <A long discussion will 
doubtless follow, and the scheme may en- 
counter the opposition of weightier men. 
Senatur Plumb, of Kansas, has chief charge of 
the measure, and behind him are the thirty- 
five other senators from states to be benefited 
by the bill. 

The general impression is that the. bill 
would, in case of passage, transfer from the 
treasury to the eighteen states over five mil- 
lions of dollars,

regarded as the minimum that the bill would 
call for:

The bill has been squeezed througn the sen- 
ate, and at the short session it may be ac- 
cepted by the house; but it is altogether too 
much of a job to go through the house under 
a suspension of the rules. At the best it 
isa gift to the states; and congress has no 
moral right to be looking for beneficiaries 
while it refuses to settle claims of undoubted 
validity. 

For instance, the money collected as a tax 
on raw cotton between July, 1362, and Feb- 
ruary, 1868. This tax was declared to be un 
constitutional by the supreme court, which 
was then, as now, almost wholly made up of 
republicans from the northern states. Unjust 
and unconstitutional as the tax was, the 
money has never been refunded—not a dime of 
it. We give below the amounts that were 
taken from the different states:

THE COTTON SEED OIL INDUSTRY. 

In-a late issne of the Bulletin, published by the 
Agricultural Bureau of North Carolina, Mr, Charles 
W. Dadney treats of the cotton seed oil industry as 
follows: ‘‘Cotton seed oilis of comparatively little 
value in the cotton seed as a feeding stuff, asuffi- 
ciency always remaining after the kernels have 
been pressed and the cake ground into meal} and it 
is of no value whatever as a manure. Crude cotton 
seed oil is worth now about 40 cents, and refined 
about 65 cents per gallon. . A ton of cotton seed will 
yield 35 gallons of crude oil, it is said, and 8&2 per 
cent of this can be obtained as refined oil. The 
industry confirms the opinion 
that it is: a profitable’ one. In 1868 
only sixteen cotton seed oil mills were 
in operation in this country, and cotton seed were 
bought in this country at $6 a ton. In 1881 there 
were seventy mills, and $12.50 aton was paid for 
the seed. Still, only about 156,000 of the 3,000,000 
tons are worked. Various difficrities have pre- 


vented the general introduction of the oil produc- 
tion and confined the inaustry to a comparatively 
few central places. Cheap freights are necessary to 
pring the cotton seed togethertothe mills, and 
heretofore the necessary machinery has been made 
only on alarge scale, and very large quantities of 
cotton seed have been required in order to oper 
ate the mills sueeessfully. The industry has thus 
remained in the. hands of capitalists, 
who formed rings to keep ‘he price of 
cotton seed down, and the farmers very wisely 
refused to sell them for a mere song a product which 
they could use to great advamtage at home. What 
we need is the cotton seed oil mill on a small scale. 
We want cheap decorticators and small presses, so 
that there can be a cotton seed oil mill in connec- 
tion with every gin if necessary, or at least ome in 
every neighborhood, as there is a grist and saw mill. 
Such machinery is now made on a small scale, and 
we hope the time is not far distant when the prices 
of the farmer’s cotton seed products will be quoted 
in the market reports just as corn, meal 
or bacon. The farmer will then take 
his cotton seed to the mill, have it 
hulled, dried, gronnd and the oil pressed out, pay 
his tolkin oil oreake. and sell the products or use 
them as food or fertilizers. Itis probable, however, 
that very little cotton seed will be directly used in 
that case as a fertilizer, but that animals willbe fed 
upon it and its fertilizing ingredients preserved in 
the manure. According to the best information, 
the profits of the oil industry are about as follows: 
A ton of cotton seed will yield 35 gallons of crude 
oil, at 40e. per gallon, $14: 1,000 pounds of huil, at 
$s per ton, $4; 750 pounds of cake, at $35 per ton, 
$13.12. A material which, in its raw state, is 
worth $15 at its highest. valuation, is thus turned 
into products worth $31.12. The expense of the 
manufacture depends upon so many eonditions 
that it is impossible to state it exactly, but since the 
manufacture is so simple there mast certainly be 
handsome prvfits here. Meanwhile, until these 
neighborhood mills are established, farmers might 
provide themsejves witha hullerana hull theirown 
seed, and dry the kernels so that they may beina 
roper condition for transportation.’’

I, as an engineer, have given the mat- 
ter some thought, and reached the conciusion on 
my second visit to Atlanta in March jast that what- 
ever form of pavemen tis laid itfmust be to be success 
ful,be capable of turning water While inAtlanta last 
falll noticed that large quantities of gravel was 
being laid on oue of the streets (the one in front of 
the Kimball noes and at that time I thought 
it wasthe proper thing to do,and congratulated 
some of my new-found southern friends on the 
prospect of having at least one good road way in 
Atlanta, but what was my surprise on returning to 
Atlantain March lastto find that this ‘‘beautiful 
gravel’ was covered with six or more inches of 
genuine Georgia mud! On looking for the cause 
of this sudden disappearance, I found that as soon 
as the streets get thoroughly soaked with rain the 
earth becomes. very toft and the gravel, being of a 
greater one gravity,soon disappears. This being 
the fact, it at once becomes evident that if a form of 
pavement is laid that will turn the surface water into 
the sewers and keep the earth under the pavement 
comparatively dry, there is a good prospect

THE ANNUAL BEPORTS, oon 

The report of the committee on foreign missions 
wes read by Dr J Leighton Wilson, secretary of the 
joreign mission board. In presenting the ~Ist an- 
nual report, the committee noted that there has 
been a steady growthin the cause among the peo- 
ple. All ciasses have become aroused to its import- 
ance. The work abroad has been successful and 
gratifying. The gospel has been preached to tens 
ofthousands of benighted men; sceres of nnregener- 
ated souls have been gathered into the fold of Christ, 
multitudes are secretly but earnestly inquiring 
what they must do to be saved; millions of pages 
of the Scriptures have been circulated, five hun- 
dred yout of both sexes are under training in 
the various schools and seminaries; books and 
tracts have been prepared or translated into the 
various languages of the people; thousands of 
heathen families have been visited. Acong these 
tokens of success the committee notes a fact that 
ought to enkindle a pride in the heart of every 
southern Presbyterian, viz: the establishment in 
Greece of an evangelical creek op pia L com- 
posed evtirely of native Greeks. If it maybe sup- 
posed that the inhabitants of heaven are cognizant 
of what is going on in this world, what must be the 
emotions of the grand old apostolic missionary as 
he looks from heaven and sees rekindled, on the 
same spot where he preached eighteen hundred 
‘ears ago, the light of the pure gospel of Jesus

Thdé number of churches that have coutribu- 
ted is 1,295, beng an increase over that of last year 
of 27. The number of Ladies’ Missionary associe- 
tions is 280, being an increase of 16. The nuiaber 
of Contributing sabbath-schools is 260, being « ue- 
crease of 29. 

_The committee detailed the work of the mivsigna- 
ries in Mexico, Brazil, Italy Africa, China. and 
other places, and urged the importance of renewed 
efforts to occupy the wissionary field open to tne 
Christian gleaner. Tle report was reterred to th. 
committee on foreign missioiis, 

THE HOME MISSIONS. 

The reportof the executive committee on home 
missions .was read by Dr. Mcllwaine. Jt narrates 
the great obstacles produced in the want created, 
and the failure to contribute, induced by the de- 
struc.ive floods in the valleys. These disasters have 
diminished the ability of many congreyations to 
support the benevolent work of the church, ard 
have caused others to look for aid to the assembly's 
fun Fifty-seven presbyteries have co-ope atedin 
the assembly's plan of sustentation,56in evangelistic 
work and 62 in the mainteuance of the tnvalid 
fund; 56 per cent of the churches have contributed 
to sustentation, 53 per cent to the evangelistic fund 
and 54-per cent tothe invalid fund.. The contribu- 
tions from Saobath schools have largely increased 
The total reecipts for all the branches of home mis- | 
sions have becn 853.816 12, which is $7,514.03 more 
than those of the previous year. Of this gein $7/1,- 
l2 was in the relicf fund and $6,802.91 in the funds 
dependent on the contributions of the churchés. 
The receipts for sustentatiou have been $21,715.14, 
an increase of $5,189.08. Appropriations have® been 
paid to 56 Presbyteries for 180 ministers in the ser- 
vice of from 450 to 500 churches, amouuting to $15.,- 
734 50 and $2.660 to aid in the erection of 20 ehurch 
buildings; 59 percentofthe ministers in service 
have been adequately supported by their congrega- 
tions, an improvement .f 4 per cent over last 
year The churches during the past year have made 
amarked advance in the direction of obtaining 
manses, two hundred and five being owned by as 
many churches, thirty of which were added last 
year, eighteen new pensar charges have become 
self-sustaining, and many more require less aid 
than formerly. There are one hundred and thirty- 
three ministers, good and true, who, for want of 
support, have to goiuto secular oecupations for a 
livelihood. There aro three hundred and twenty 
churches vacant because they cannot support a 
pester. It is for this venerable court to put these 
acts togetherand prepsre the remedy. To meet 
this department of work $50,000 is needed Nine- 
teen more evangelists have been aided than in last 
year. 

Perhaps the most notable home mission move- 
ment during the past year, is that inaugurated lust 
autumn by the synod of Kentucky. During its ses- 
sions at Nicholasville, the offer was maue by two 
liberal-minded gentlemen, of Louisville, to dupli- 
cate any amount between $2,500 and $5.000 that the 
synod might raise for evangelization within its own 
bounds. The offer was immediately and cordially 
accepted in the largest sum named, and an execn- 
tive committee of synod was appointed to take the 
matterin hand. This committee | i 
duties atence, and the movement Wa:
